In addition, the receiver showed 
$9,991 in certificates of deposit held 
by the bank payable to its own order, 
and about $375,000 in receipts for 
cars delivered, car deposits refunded 
and other sums that passed through 
Kramer's hands in connection with 
his business operations. 


Attorneys have said they may 
claim as assets any automobiles de- 
livered or deposits refunded within 
four months prior to the final date 
either Kramer or Knetzer is de- 
clared bankrupt. The federal court 
would have to pass on the claim 
first.
